Army sources said "several top 
IRA men were rounded up in 
sweeps In the Ardoyne." where six 
soldiers and four policemen have 
been shot to death since February. 

The army did not identify the 
men. Army sources said they 
were being questioned by a 
special Scotland Yard murder 
squad investigating the killing of 
. three Scottish soldiers in March. 

-The sources said one of the 
men was suspected of- being 
involved in the triple killing. The 
other was believed to be the head 
of the IRA's militant “Provision- 
al'’ wing tn north Belfast. 

The army believed the men 
returned to Northern Ireland 
from the Irish Republic only 
recently, the sources said. 

One man was captured when 
he tried to flee a shebeen, an un- 
licensed bar, in the Ardoyne, 
Shooting broke out and, in the 
ensuing confusion, toe second 
Tnan was captured.

State Department Says Jews 
In Russia Are Not Terrorized

WASHINGTON, NOV. 10 iNYTi. 
— The State Department told 
Congress yesterday that although 
Soviet Jews had to endure spe- 
cial hardships, their condition had 
not worsened in recent years and 
that they were not living in a 
state of terror. 

In Its most comprehensive pub- 
lic analysis of Soviet Jewry, the 
department sought to counter an 
impression, widespread ' amon g 
many congressmen and Jewish

groups, that Soviet Jews were 
undergoing unusual ordeals. 

“All Soviet citizens— not Just 
Jews — suffer from the Soviet gov- 
ernment’s policy of mil i ta nt 
atheism and its refusal to con- 
sider emigration as a right rather 
than a rare privilege.” Richard 
T. Davies, deputy assistant secre- 
tary of state for European affairs, 
■told a House Foreign Affairs sub- 
committee. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Benjamin S. Ros en t h al. D_ 
N.Y., yesterday began a two-day 
session on “denial of rights to 
Soviet Jews.” 

All witnesses yesterday criti- 
cized the Soviet authorities for 
restrictions on Jewish life and 
emigration. But Mr. Davies s&id 
that it was necessary to have 
“a solid and realistic” evaluation 
of the actual status of the Jews 
as a starting point. 

The State Department has gen- 
erally been reluctant to discuss 
the problems of Soviet Jews in 
a formal, public way because of

29 had said that "pipeline” 
funds— previously appropriated 
but not yet spent— could be used 
to keep the aid agency going, 
pending a drastic overhaul of the 
program.

Anti-EEC Britons Discover 
The French Aren’t Listening

FARTS. Nov. 10 ilHT). — -At 11 
am. sharp today a solitary re- 
porter walked into the Hotel St. 
James et d' Albany and asked for 
the news conference of the Keep 
Britain Out Campaign. 

Instead of being led into one 
of the larger salons in which 
hotel news conferences are cus- 
tomarily held, he was met by two 
men who asked if he was French. 

When he said he wasn’t, the 
two men looked even more pain- 
ed. For Christopher Frere-Smlth 
and Sir Ian Mactaggart, the 
French have never understood 
Britain and never will. 

“We haven't been able to get 
any French coverage at all," said 
Mr. Frere-Smlth, the chairman 
of the campaign, which believes 
Britain will not join the Com- 
mon Market. "The French re- 
porters in London don’t care at 
all about British public opinion. 
Le Monde sent a girl over a few 
months ago and she did a good 
job. but that’s about all That's 
why we decided to come over 
here.” 

Yesterday, in Brussels, he ex- 
plained. there had been about 40 
reporters present. He hoped for 
similar numbers in Bonn and 
Rome later this week. 

Not Even Television 
By this time it was 11:05 and 
Sir Ian, Mr. Frere-Smlth and the 
reporter stood alone in the lobby 
watching the door. "Not even 
French television has come," said 
Mr. Frere-Smlth. "I suppose m 
have to go and see them.” 

At ii:10. MT. Frere-Smlth pro- 
posed that the news conference 
begin. The three men adjourned 
to a comer of the lobby, where 
coffee was ordered. 

Actually, the Keep Britain Out 
Campaign deserved better treat- 
ment by the French press, for 
these are sincere men who defend 
their views with passion. The 
group, which has two members 
of Parliament on Its committee 
and is supported by former Board 
of Trade President Douglas Jay 
and Enoch Powell ("Mr. Powell

Rent-Reform Rill 
Passed in Crucial 
Test for Brandt 


BONN, Nov. 10 (TJPI). — 
Chancellor Willy Brandt's gov- 
ernment had a foretaste today of 
the opposition It will meet when 
It presents the treaties with Rus- 
sia and Poland for parliamentary 
ratification. 


Today’s test In the Bundestag 
(lower house) occurred during 
voting on a rent-reform .bill that 
had been rejected by the upper 
house. To overrule the upper 
house, where the opposition 
Christian Democrats have a one- 
vote majority, the government 
had to pull out all the stops. 


Mr. Jenkins’s personal position. 
The general impression had been 
that he would have a tough fight 
for re-election because of animos- 
ity at his vote two weeks ago in 
favor of British entry into the 
market. 

But the animosity remains. One 
left-wing member said after to- 
day's figures were announced: 

“If Jenkins wins, he’ll at least 
know that a huge number of us 
bate his guts.” 

The division In Labor ranks 
was shown dramatically in an- 
other vote— for chairman, of the 
parliamentary party. Douglas 
Houghton, the 73-year-old in- 
cumbent and a widely respected 
figure, won by only 139 to 132 for 
Norman Fentland, a little-known 
back-bencher. 

Mr. Houghton enraged the left 
and antl-Market people by a 
speech, just before the House of 
Commons vote, that encouraged 
Labor members to Ignore the 
party line and vote for the Mar- 
ket. Sixty-nine did so, and an- 
other 20 abstained. 

The close Houghton vote could, 
mean trouble for other leading 
moderates and pro-Marketeers in 
Labor’s shadow cabinet. They an 
face an election in the next two 
weeks. 

The most significant targets 
here are Harold Lever, George 
Thomson and Shirley Williams. 
AH have been under strong pres- 
sure to conform with the party’s 
antl-Market position but have 
held fast. 

Last year. Mr. Jenkins won the 
deputy leadership on the first 
ballot, with Mr. Foot showing 
much less strength. Mr. Jenkins 
had 133, Mr. Foot 67 and Fred 
Peart, another dedicated op- 
ponent of the Common Market, 
48. 

The left has been making slow 
but steady gains in the party over 
the last several years. It now con- 
trols the biggest trade unions and 
showed last month that It can 
dominate the party's annual con- 
ference. 

Last Redoubt 

Now the left is trying to use 
the issue of the Market to ex- 
tend its influence in the last 
redoubt of centrist power— the 
Labor membership of the House 
of Commons. Mr. Foot's voting 
gain suggested that some middle- 
of-the-road members are moving 
left under pressure of feelings on 
the Market 

As deputy leader, Mr. Jenkins 
could still find himself in a very 
difficult situation. He indicated 
last week that, if he had to 
break with the majority of the 
party again on the central prin- 
ciple of British membership in 
the Common Market, he would 
resign 

He is prepared to vote against 
the government's technical bills 
to implement the treaty of ac- 
cession. But Labor's left will try 
to frame- the; larger issue of 
principle in some vote next year 
in the hope of forcing Mr.

Stolen Picasso 
Back at Gallery 
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MADRID. Nov. 10 (Reuters).

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Japan Said 
To Balk at 
Connally Bid 

Resistance Reported 
To Yen Revaluation 
By Richard Halloran 

TOKYO, Nov. 10 (NYT).— John 
B. Connally, Secretary of the 
Treasury, ran Into strong resist- 
ance from the Japanese govern- 
ment today in his efforts to have 
Japan undertake a major revalu- 
ation of the yen. 

Informed Japanese officials in- 
dicated that toe Minister of Fi- 
nance, MlUo Mizuta, went on the 
offensive in meetings with Mr. 
Connally and laid out numerous 

reasons why Japan could not re- 
value without major concessions 
from the United States. 

American officials declined to 
comment. In a briefing for Japa- 
nese and foreign newsmen, a 
spokesman for Mr. Connally said 
only that there had been “con- 
siderable discussion of monetary 
matters.” 

Mr. Connally arrived here last 
night on the last leg of his Aslan 
tour for what Japanese officials 
consider to be discussions that 
are critical to the economic and 
diplomatic relations between 
Japan and the United States, 
who are each other’s major allies 
In East Asia. 

. Revaluation Urged 
The Nixon administration has 
long been urging Japan to revalue 
the yen upward by 15 to 20 per- 
cent to help the United States 
overcome deepening deficits in 
its international balance of pay- 
ments. 

An upward revaluation would 
make Japanese exports less com- 
petitive and American exports 
more competitive in the markets 
of each nation and in third coun- 
tries. 

It has become increasingly evi- 
dent to Japanese officials that 
the Nixon administration wants 
to reach an agreement on cur- 
rency realignment with Japan 
first and then use the agreement 
to bring Into line Western Euro- 
pean nations, from whom Wash- 
ington also desires upward reval- 
uations. 

Diplomatically, Mr. Connolly’s 
visit is widely regarded here as 
a potential turning point in the 
badly- strained UJS.- Japan rela- 
tions. An agreement on revalua- 
tion and other economic issues 
would most likely halt the dete- 
rioration. 

Recession Cited 

In the meetings today, Mr. 
Mizuta was reliably reported to 
have told Mr. Connally that 
Japan was suffering from a re- 
cession due to the floating dollar 
and the imposition of the 10 per- 
cent surtax on Imparts to the 
vital American market. That pre- 
cluded a major revaluation of 
the yen, Mr. Mizuta argued. 

Japanese officials said that Mr. 
Mizuta told Mr. Connally that 
Japan was unwilling to realign 
the yen with the dollar alone 
but Insisted on an overall settle- 
ment that would Include the 
European Economic Co mmuni ty. 

He urged Mr. Connally to pay 
more attention to the t hinkin g 
of Japanese and Western Euro- 
pean leaders, which was an 
oblique warning that the Nixon 
a dminis tration should not try to 
force a settlement but to reach 
a compromise with Japan and 
the EEC. 

Mr. Mizuta also insisted. Japa- 
nese officials said, that the Nixon 
administration commit Itself to 
removing the import surcharge 
simultaneously with an interna- 
tional realignment of currencies. 

Mr Connally, according to 
Japanese officials, set no specific 
figure in BJs request for revalua- 
tion of the yen. The secretary 
was reported also to have argued 
that a recession was a relative 
matter and that Japan was not 
in a real recession. 

Russia Agrees 
To Pay Claim of 
U.S. Fishing Firm

Earlier, 
in an effort to enforce the claim, 
Mr. Grazlano had a Russian mer- 
chant ship in San Francisco at- 
tached by court order. 

That action was withdrawn, 
leading to the current negotia- 
tions, which began when Mr.

It said that “according to specialists,” the prime minister's 
salary averages 11,000 francs a month, which would he 132,000 
francs a year. But only 55 percent is taxable, the newspaper

Le Monde added that Mr. Chaban-Delmas also receives 
about 10,000 francs a month In expenses, and that a third 
figure on the bill Indicated that he had an income from stocks 
and bonds of 2,400 francs a year. 

House Votes, 288-91, to Limit 
Making, Use of Pesticides

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (WP). 
—The House yesterday approved, 
288 to 91, a bill to regulate man- 
ufacture and use of DDT and 
other pesticides. 

The bill requires approval by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency of new pesticides and em- 
powers the EPA to suspend their 
use if they are later found harm- 
ful, or regulate their use. 

The 60,000 different pesticide 
products would be divided into 
two categories, general and re- 
stricted use. Highly toxic pesti- 
cides in the restricted category 
could be applied only by a cer- 
tified expert. Criminal penalties 
could be imposed for misuse. 

Hearings have been held on a 
Senate version of the bill. 

Use of pesticides to kill harmful 
insects and other pests prevents 
an estimated $20 billion worth of 
crop losses each year. But there 
are also about 75,000 cases of 
pesticide poisoning causing about 
1,000 deaths each year. Pesticides 
also kill fish and birds.

Sicilian Confesses 
Slaying 3 Girls; 
Lynchers Balked 

MARS ALA , Sicily. Nov. 10 
fUPI). — A SO-y ear-old o fflce 
handyman confessed early today 
to a triple murder which stirred 
nationwide demands for a return 
of the death penalty, abolished 
29 years ago In Italy. 

Police said they moved the 
man, Michele Vinci, under heavy 
guard to a jail at Ragusa, 140 
miles away, because of fears of 
a lynch mob. There he was plac- 
ed In an isolation cell to protect 
him from other prisoners. 

One of the victims, Anton ella 
Valenti, 9. whose body >was found

and 7, were found at the bottom 
of a cave 100 feet deep, near the 
city. Police said Vinci led them 
to the spot. All three girls 
disappeared Oct. 21.

Contradicts Borlaug ! 
At FAO Meeting 

ROME, Nov. 10 (UPD.— One 
of Europe's leading statesmen, 
Slcco L. Mansholt, today con- 
tradicted an American Nobel 
Prize-winner, Norman E. Borlaug, 
and said the pesticide DDT is 
more dangerous than many per- 
sons think 

"I am one of those hysterical 
environmentalists Dr. Borlaug 
talked about “ said Mr. Mansholt 
of the Netherlands, vice-president 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity's Executive Commission. 
“I am very concerned.” 

He told the 16th conference of 
the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Orgonizatlou that; 
the world cannot tolerate DDT 
use, which he put at 22 pounds 
per person in the world over a 
decade. 

Speech by Borlang 

His speech come two days 
after Mr. Borlaug, of Cresco, 
Iowa, assailed environmentalists 
for trying to block the use of 
such chemicals as DDT. Mr. 
Borlaug had said: 

“If agriculture Is denied their 
use because of unwise legislation 
now being promoted by a power- 
ful group of hysterical lobbyists, 
then the world will be doomed, 
not by chemical poisoning but 
from starvation." 

Mr. Mansholt, hie country's 
former agriculture minister, said 
that DDT was everywhere— “In 
the soil, the plants, the seas, the 
plankton, the fish, man himself.” 

He called for FAO and other 
international organizations to 
carry out a full investigation 
into the effects of pesticides 
and said no one can say cow 
what their continued use means. 

Mr. Borlaug, who won the 
1970 Nobel Peace Prize for his 
part in developing high-yield 
varieties of wheat, hart said: “No 
chemical has done as much as 
DDT to improve the health, 
economic and social benefits of 
the people of the developing 
world.”

In- 
dia's balance of trade with West 
Germany is heavily In deficit.

Britain’s answer was to apply 
economic sanctions in the hope 
of bringing Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith'S administration to its 
knee3. The attempt did not suc- 
ceed. But' Britain has extended 
the sanctions yearly since 1965. 

Introducing f*e sanctfons-ex- 
tension bill in the House of 
Lords, Lord Lothian. Under Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, said 
sanctions must continue until 
agreement Is reached. 

The Lords agreed to the order 
extending sanctions for another 
year without dissent. No vote 
was token. 

“It would be dangerous to take 
for granted at this stage that

“Even if it is 
reached, its terms would then 
have to be accepted by the people 
of Rhodesia as a whole.”

Cold, Storms End Europe's Balmy Autumn

PARIS, Nov. 10.— A cold wave 
accompanied by high winds and 
rainstorms struck Europe today, 
flooding parts of Italy, crippling 
8 hovercraft in the English 
Oh aim el and covering the Alps 
and the Pyrenees with snow. Eu- 
rope's balmy autumn was defi- 
nitely over. 

Rain fell in Paris yesterday, 
ending the French capital’s driest 
autumnal period in a century. 
The dry spell had produced only 
18.1 millimeters of rain in the 
two months ending Oct. 3L It 
was the lowest Ssptember-Octo- 
bsr rainfall since records began 
to be kept here in 1873. 

Gales and rainstorms battered 
Italy from Sicily to the Alps, 
triggering flash floods, tearing up 
trees and roofs and swamping 
Venice. One mflT1 was killed in 
Rome when his car hit a plane 
tree as he was driving in a blind- 
ing rainstorm. 

Wide sections of the country- 
side near Rome were under 
water. Whipped up by the wind, 
waves lashed the coastal highway 
on the Tyrrhenian Sea from 
Civita vecchia to Anzio.

The cold wave gripped most 
parts of Spain, giving Madrid the 
season's first night of frost and 
dropping the mercury to 19 
degrees Fahrenheit at the village 
of La Granja de San Udefonso, 
north of the capital.

two months at Moscow's Serbsky 
Psychiatric Institute* the sources 
said. 

Dissident circles had feared 
that he would be declared insane 
and committed to an asylum. Be- 
fore his arrest -in March, l“r. 
Bukovsky protested that ap- 
parently sane persons are con- 
fined to Soviet mental hospitals 
for their political views. 

Mr. Bukovsky is a leader of 
Moscow's tiny but active polit- 
ical underground. He is charg- 
ed under Article 76 of the Rus- 
sian Federation Criminal Code, 
which ■ deals with anti-Soviet 
agitation and propaganda. 

According to the sources. Mr. 
Bukovsky's mother today receiv- 
ed a telephone call from the chief 
investigator in her son’s case. 
He told her a panel of psychia- 
trists had found Mr. Bukovsky 
“normal.” 

Open Letter 

The call came one day after 
Western newsmen reported that 
human-rights organizations had 
been sent an open letter in which 
two prominent scientists and 
more than 50 other persons pro- 
tested against Mr. Bukovsky’s 
Isolation. 

The investigator told Mrs. Bu- 
• kovsky that his Investigation 
would be completed around the 
end of the month and her son 
would then go on trial, the 
sources said. 

The letter had asked for the 
investigation to stop and for Its 
results to be given to Mr. -Bu- 
kovsky's mother. 

"His relatives have not been 
given one meeting with him,” the 
letter said. ‘They (authorities) 
have not allowed one letter nor 


even the shortest note either 
from or to him.-" 

The letter said Mr. Bukovsky 
had undergone two months of 
tests at the Serbsky Institute 
and was stui kept there. His 
family hod received no test 
results, the letter said. 

Prominent Signers 
Signatories of the letter in- 
cluded nuclear physicist Andrei 
S akhar ov, mathematician Igor 
Shafarevlch and several leaders 
of the dissident community. 

Mr. Bukovsky has been the ob- 
ject of several recent petitions. 
Dr. Sakharov endorsed one to 
the director of the Serbsky Insti- 
tute which said, “If Vladimir 
Bukovsky were declared men- 
tally m, this would be a crime 
against which we would struggle 
with all legal means." 

Mr. Bukovsky spent 1967 to 
1970 in a prison camp for hav- 
ing organized a public, demon- 
stration against a censorship law 
that sent writers Andrei Sinyav- 
sky and Tull Daniel to ■ prison. 

If found guilty of anti-Soviet 
agitation, he faces six months to 
seven years in a labor camp, 
followed by banishment to a 
remote area for up to five years.

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The Pace of Mideast Diplomacy 


“I not allow 1971 to pass without 

the battle [with Israel] being resolved, either 
by wax or by peace,” Egypt’s President Sadat 
said July 23. But of course he wlU. Peace 
by the year's end Is out of the Question: 
Nobody’s ready to compromise. And there is, 
by Mideast standards, no more than routine 
danger of war. 

Israel, enjoying both the possession of 
Egyptian territory and an American-made 
cease-fire, simply has no logical incentive 
for war. Borne partisans of President Sadat 
Insist that he Is the prisoner of his rhetoric 
and canno t much longer hold his champing 
army back, but his record belies that be- 
littling judgment. Since replacing Abdel 
Gamal Nasser, he has survived a serious 
political challenge, turned his people’s atten- 
tion toward domestic reform, and made more 
effective arrangements with Russia for the 
defense of Egypt against Israeli air strikes 
The result Is that he Is freer than ever from 
a compulsion to lead Egypt to a fourth 
defeat, as the experts agree another war 
would be. A policy combining ardent slogans 
and prudent acts seems to suit his diverse 
political needs. Certainly that’s better than 
the other way around. 

The attitude of the superpowers is also 
relevant. Moscow, by agreeing to receive 
Mr. Nixon next May, has in effect said It 
won’t precipitate a Mideast collision before 
then. Moreover, the deeper the Russians 
penetrate into the Egyptian military, the 
more they presumably discover its inadequa- 
cies relative to Israel. Moscow, could com- 
pensate by assuming an even larger direct 
combat role than It had before the cease- 


fire started in August, 1970, but that would 
Involve political and military risks it can 
hardly wish to accept before next May. Soviet 
policy comes down to waiting. . . 

Waiting for what? For the United States 
to force Israel to withdraw to pre-1967 
borders on terms acceptable to Egypt The 
UB. wants a settlement In a hurry: There 
would be easier relations with tho Kremlin, 
political rewards In 1972. To a settlement 
pressed by Washington, however, Israel 
prefers a peace fashioned with Egypt. In 
pursuit of a made-in- America settlement. 
Secretary Rogers Is trying to compromise 
Egyptian-Israell differences. The Egyptians 
stand firm, so the compromises now an in- 
volve Israeli concessions. In an Interim 
settlement, Mr. Rogers argues, Israel should 
let Egyptian forces cross the Suez Canal, 
accept a certain time limit on the cease- 
fire, and agree to move on to complete with- 
drawal from Sinai. To overcome Israel’s 
reluctance to accept these points, the United 
States Is withholding Phantom jets, which 
are militarily, politically and psychologically 
Israel’s critical weapon. 

The pressure Is not working. American 
undercutting of its negotiating position while 
cutting off its Phantoms has stirred Israel’s 
deepest fears and alarms and has frozen 
its Mideast diplomacy. The way ta thaw It 
Is for the United States to open tire Phantom 
pipeline— what goes through It may not be 
so Important as Israel’s knowing that it’s 
open — and to back off and let Egypt and 
Israel reach toward each other at their own 
pace.

An End to Cuba’s Isolation 


Fidel Castro’s imminent arrival In Chile 
for his first visit to South America in more 
than 11 years unquestionably symbolizes the 
beginning of the end of the effort to Isolate 
Cuba in the hemisphere, even though the 
host government In this instance Is a left- 
wing coalition led by a Socialist long friendly 
to Mr. Castro. 

There Is no doubt, that many— perhaps 
most— Latin - American governments now 
share President Allende’s st r un g desire to 
bring Cuba back into the Inter- American 
system. The breadth of that sentiment Is 
Indicated by the announcement that General 
Velasco, head of Peru's military government, 
will meet Mr. Castro during a stop at the 
Lima airport on the Cuban premier’s trip to 
Chile. 

Even more Impressive evidence of the wish 
to end Cuba’s isolation was the decision to 
admit the Castro regime to the meeting in 
Lima last week of 95 developing countries — 
a decision unanimously backed by all Latin- 
Am eric an participants, including those 
fftrongly opposed to Communism and Cas- 


troism. A Peruvian diplomat commented 
that Cuba Is "an Integral part of Latin 
America, and the United States has to realize 
this.” 

This Indicates the other Latin - Am erf ran 
governments are now satisfied that Mr. 
Castro no longer seeks to export his revolu- 
tion by training, financing and even directing 
guerrilla forces bent on subverting them. 
They wish therefore to rescind Cuba’s 1962 
mqmirifln frnm the Organization of Amer- 
ican States and the economic boycott voted 
by the QAS In 1964. 

No US. Initiative is required here, only a 
w illingness to abide by majority wishes 
whenever the issue arises In the OAS. Cuba 
has ridiculed the OAS In language similar to 
that once used by Peking for the United 
Nations. But If Castro changes his line and 
most OAS members want to Invite him back; 
the United States should not bar the door. 
To try to do so would be to court in the 
hemisphere a humiliation comparable to the 
one Washington suffered in the UN on the 
China question.

India and Pakistan 

Both India and Pakistan have been un- 
tiringly pressing their cause against each 
other In the capitals of the world's most 
powerful countries ever since Kashmir 
brought them to blows. Such Is the present 
tension over East Pakistan that both sides 
have been trying once more to see what 
International cards they can play. Mrs. 
Gandhi has been covering Western Europe 
and America; Mr. Bhutto has been sounding 
out the Chinese. Certainly the arguments 
have been almost all on Mrs. Gandhi’s side; 
and one of her strongest arguments for tired 
ears has been that the Issue Is not simply 
the old quarrel under a new guise. She has 
maintained that the crisis which India faces 
with an Insupportable number of refugees 
crossing Into West Bengal, not to mention 
the continuing brutality of Pakistan's repres- 
sion In East Pakistan, does not allow of any 
balancing of one country against the other. 
Pakistan, she says. Is the country at fault 
and International pressure must make it 
plain. Where Mrs. Gandhi may find com- 
fort Is In Mr. Bhutto's mission to Peking. 
That Peking should be the only capital to 
which a Pakistan mission was sent Is a Algn 
of how weak Pakistan’s cose is.

Tito’s Problems 

At the age of 79, Marshal Tito still shows 
remarkable vitality In coping with problems 
as difficult as those of any national leader 
today. Yugoslavia experiences all the eco- 
nomic difficulties felt by other nations In 
southern Europe. But they are much harder 
to solve because of the commitment to de- 
centralization, both in the form of Industrial 


democracy and In the form of a federal con- 
stitution binding together peoples who feel 
themselves to be separate nations and 
strongly resent central control. Yugoslavia’s 
enemies have always been ready to take 
advantage of her disunity, and it would be 
rash to deduce from the apparent success 
of Mr. Brezhnev’s recent visit to Belgrade 
that the Soviet Union Is no longer an enemy. 
So far; Marshal Tito's prestige has been the 
main force holding the country together. 
We must wish him a few more years of 
health In which to Impose on his compa- 
triots the recipe for collective leadership that 
he has already made them formally adopt,

The Rhodesian Outlook 

Sir Alec Douglas-Home's decision to go to 
Rhodesia this weekend is a change of plan. 
Unless he has reliab l e grounds for thinking 
that Ian Smith has retreated a long way 
from his previous grounds. Sir Alec’s an- 
nouncement must look like the second step 
on the slippery slope toward a sellout. The 
first step was Sir Alec’s willingness to have 
"one more try” to settle with the Rhodesian 
Front even though Labor’s experience and 
subsequent apartheid legislation both showed 
that negotiations were doomed to futility. 
The only conceivable good that could come 
out of Sir Alec’s visit would be If he spoke 
to ge n u in e African leaders and convinced 
himsel f that they would prefer sanctions to 
continue rather than see a sellout. Sir Alec’s 
statement that the status quo benefits the 
Africans least of all is only true on tire 
a ss u mp tion that things are not about to be- 
come worse.

COPENHAGEN CIHT). — The 
^ 167-7ear-old storcliouse, at the 
point where tin? Nyhavn basin 
joins the main harbor channel, 
has long been a landmark for 
traveler* arriving in the port of 
Copenhagen. When the gray pile 
of bricks appears on the starboard 
side, it's time to collect the bag- 
gage. The quays for the Malmd 
ferries are just beyond this point 
and the landing stage for the 
Bornholm steamers a bit farther 
alans. 

The warehouse— built in 1804 
by a councillor of stats named 
Sulir and called the Old Suhr 
House ever since— is no longer 
Just a pile of bricks. First, it has 
been declared ft national monu- 
ment. and the exterior may not 
be changed without permission 
from the government. Second, it 
has been turned into one of the 
most modern, most comfortable 
and most atmosphere- loaded ho- 
tels in atmosphere- loaded Copen- 
hagen. 

Suhr wanted his warehouse to 
be a sound one, with bearing 
walls in brick, beams and up- 
rights in finest Pomeranian pine. 
The building was one of the lew 
<n central Copenhagen to survive 
the British bombardment in 1807. 
It did all right during the rest of 
the 19th century as a storehouse 
for salt from the Sea of Norway 
and spices from the Far East. 

It fell on bad times in the age 
of trucks and airfreight, and 
eventually it was reduced to a 
storage building for furniture. 

Along came Alf Arp -Hansen. 
He looked the place over, bought 
it, and decided to use his skills 
as a master mason to ease the 
shortage of hotel rooms in the 
capital city. With the help of a 
couple of architects, he turned 
the venerable - though - rundown 
warehouse into a hotel

Nyhavn 71 fcn't one of the 
cheaper lodgings In Copenhagen: 
Room rates run from around $50 
(suite, summer rate) to around 
$11 • single, winter). All rooms 
include showi r and toilet and the 
more expensive ones Include a 
magnificent view, through port- 
hole-like windows, over the port 
of Copenhagen. 

The basement restaurant is 
primarily a grill house, featuring 
local meats and fish. Food writers 
from the Copenhac°n dailies have 


contributed recipes for the daily 
‘‘specials." 

The reconditioning of the Old 
Suhr House may set a trend in 
the Danish capital. 

“We have a lot of old ware- 
houses in the harbor and along 
the canals. " said a spokesman for 
the National Tourist Council.

Firms’ Budget Planning Hit 
By Uncertainty Over Phase 2 


NEW YORK, NOV. 10 (AP-DJ). 
— Thousands of corporations are 
unable to plan . npyt year’s bud- 
gets because they are uncertain 
of regulations for Phase 2 of 
the Nixon economic program. 

Far many corporate planners, 
the dfadhnft . for submitting the 
budget to their company’s direc- 
tors is only days away, but as 
yet they can only guess what 
rules will be laid down by the 
government's Phase 2 regulators 
lor 1972. 

Although the Pay Board has 
announced a 6.5 percent-a-year 
limit on new wage and benefit 
increases, it is still unclear who 
dp t^rmhTpg how to value the 
benefits, what exceptions will be 
allowed and, most important, 
whether the wage increases can 
he passed on to. the consumer in 
higher prices. 

Time Urgency Severe 

The time urgency is severe be- 
cause most companies are on a 
calendar-year basis and start 
their budget work in late sum- 
mer, with the final version ready 
for. directors* approval in mid- 
November or early December. 

One man who is feeling plenty 
of pressure is Roger Beider, vice- 
president and comptroller . of 
-Chrysler Carp-, which has annual 
sales of more than $7 billion. 
“We aren’t approving any budgets 
right now,” he says. Although 
Chrysler’s deadline - for submis- 
sion of budgets from Its various 
departments is Nov. 15, Mr. Helder 
sees no way that all of the firm’s 
uncertainty about what is- to 
happen with costs and prices 
can be cleared up by that date. 

Spending Plans Delayed 

Before all the auto companies 
can decide on their pricing plans 
and submit proposals to the

Discount Rate 
Is Cut in U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (IHT). 
The key cost of credit In the 
United States fell today as seven 

Federal Reserve banks cut their 
discount rate to 4 3/4 from 5 per- 
cent. The other five regional 
Fed banks — in New York, Rich- 
mond. Atlanta, Chicago and Kan- 
sas City— were expected to fall 
into line shortly. 

The discount rate Is the charge 
made on loans to commercial 
banks, which scale their own lend- 
ing rates up from this basic 
charge. 

The cut was not unexpected, 
as the three-month Treasury bill 
rate is now at 4.17 percent — the 
lowest since last May — an in- 
ordinately wide gap from the 5 per- 
cent discount rate. 

The relatively low bill rate, 
due in large part to a huge 
volume of foreign central bank 
purchases, is likely to exert 
further downward pressure on 
other money market rates. 

The Fed said today's change 
was made “in recognition of re- 
ductions that have taken place 
in other short-term rates and Is 
Intended to bring the discount 
rate into better alignment.” 

Another Important money mar- 
ket rate — the prime rate of com- 
mercial bents to their most 
credit-wort^v customers — has been 
cut twice in recent weeks and 
new stands at 5 1/3 percent

Pay Board Promises Flexibility on Claims 

By Hobart Rowen 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 10 (WP).— Having set a 
general 55 percent standard for wage Increases 
after Nov. 14, the Pay Board took pains yesterday 
to promise that it would not be rigid during the 
Phase 2 operation. 

“We have tried to meet the realities that labor 
and management can work with. Involving as 
little disruption as possible," a well-informed 
source said. 

The indication from several board members 
was that virtually all pay Increases due to be 
paid under existing contracts, even when higher 
than the 5J5 percent standard, would be showed, 
although technically, they might be held up if 
"unreasonably inconsistent’' with the 5.5 percent 
standard. 

Aim for Future Restraint 

The Intention of the 10-member public-manage- 
ment majority of the board was to persuade the 
country of the reasonableness of a compromise 
under which most deferred Increases (except for 
retroactive pay during the freeze) will be allowed, 
in exchange for future restraint on the 5-5 per- 
cent basis. 

But even this yardstick is not meant to be 
inflexible. Provision will be made for exceptions, 
and the board clearly envisions allowing a higher 
standard in some cases. 

Moreover, even where the yardstick applies. It 
can be taken by an employer as an average to 
be measured against total payrolls, thus allowing 
a larger Increase to some, and none or less to 
others. 

And in dealing with some highly visible wage 
contracts— the railroad workers’ case was cited 
as an example — particular “pay practices” will 
be taken into account by the board. At least 
one public member of the board indicated that 
in such a case a wage rate much higher than 
5.5 percent could be justified where the "trade- 
off" Is the reduction of antiquated work rules. 


One group of contracts appears likely to es- 
cape the board's control altogether— those Initi- 
ated during the freeze. Even if these call for 
wage boosts substantially in excess of 5-5 percent, 
officials said, they will be allowed to go into 
effect Nov. 14, and are not subject to challenge. 

However, it is possible that management mem- 
bers of the board may wish to make some of 
these contracts subject to the same kind of chal- 
lenge to which deferred increases in contracts 
negotiated prior to the freeze are exposed. Regu- 
lations scheduled to be issued tomorrow may 
clarify this point. 

The rationale far this exclusion was not made 
clear, except that the number of new contracts 
signed by major companies during the freeze Is 
small— only some 15 involving 1,000 employees 
or more. 

Yardstick to Be Reviewed 

The forthcoming regulations win also make 
clear that merit increases, in-step increases, and 
longevity increases (which have been halted by 
the freeze) can go forward again on Nov. 14, 
without fitting Into the 5.5 percent yardstick. 

On the other hand, although it was promised 
that the 5.5 percent yardstick would be “reviewed 
periodically" by the board. It was said positively 
that the long-term productivity gain of 3 percent 
to which it Is keyed would not be Changed. 
Labor, anticipating a productivity improvement 
next year In excess of the long-term gain, bad 
suggested a higher yardstick on that basis. 

The one area where the board, according to 
Its own view, “hung tough" was on retroactive 
pay increases chopped off during the freeze. 
Although this is an Issue which greatly concerns 
organised labor, board members said that there 
was no way to provide retroactive pay “without 
creating more inequities.” 

But even here, the board left the door open a 
slight crack, promising to consider “other crite- 
ria” that may be brought forward in the future 
to justify cese-by-case approval of retroactive pay.

A grand slam is' a sound con- 
tract on the diagramed deal, but 
many partnerships 'would have 
trouble reaching the six-level; 

South opened with two dia- 
monds, a Precision bid showing 
a three -suited hand with at most 
one diamond. This convention — 
a controversial one in official 
circles— is necessary because one 
club would show a strong hand 
and a major-suit bid would 
promise five cards. 

The response and rebid were 
also conventional. Two no-trump 
ashed South to- define his* hand 
more exactly, and three spades 
announced 4 -4-4-1 distribution 
and 14 or 25 points. North could 
now Judge that the hands fitted 
perfectly with no wasted strength, 
in diamonds. He used Blackwood 
to discover that his. partner held 
two aces and two kings, and de- 
cided that seven spades would be 
a good bet. 

At first sight It seems that the 
declarer heeds three-two divisions 
in both black suits to make the 
slam. But the sequel showed that 
the declarer had some chances 
against bad breaks. The open- 
ing lead of the spade jack was 
won in the closed hand with the 
king, and the diamnnrf ace was 
cashed. 

South’s plan was to ruff two 
diamonds in his own hand. The 
alternate scheme of ruffing hearts 
twice In dummy would have been 
slightly inferior and would have 
led to defeat as the cards lay. 
The heart ace and the spade ace 
were used as entries to ruff the 
diamonds, and dummy was final- 
ly entered with a club lead to 
continue trumps.

South threw the club 
four. West had to keep clubs, 
and parted with the heart jack

' THE FAMILY \ 

Tke Story, of Charles Mans on’s 

• Attack Battalion . ..

F - the age of the new. togeth- 
erness, It Isn’t just the good 
guys who get together. In "The 
Family," Ed Sanders states this 
problem once and never makes 
' the point again: - "The flower 
mov e ment was . like a . valley of 
thousands of plump white rabbits 
surrounded by - wounded coyotes. 
Sure, the leaders’ were tough, 
some- of them geniuses and great 
poets. But. the acid-dropping 
middle-class- children from - Des 
Moines were rabbits." 

Sanders doesn’t jlwell on tbls r 
idea because his narrative is al- 
most compulsively free of what 
in a more literal context he re- 
fers to as “horse dooky.” He re- 
fuses to philosophize, psycho- 
analyse or make: excuses. "The 
Family" is nothing mare than a 
chronological arrangement of all 
those facts, apparently written; 
direct from the files, rapidly. 
True, the diction is characteristic 
Sanders Americanese — in aQ his 
work he has a way of coming up 
with hyphenated coinages like 
“hunch - punching “murder- 
fated” and “hell-creep,” and he 
Is fond of words like "tycoon” 
and “Sleuth”— and lie will occa- 
sionally add a Jarring note of 
boyish sarcasm to some especially 
grisly disclosure by ending the 
paragraph with a brief “far out” 

- or “oo-ee-oo.” But the book Is 
determinedly nohwritten. There 
Is no theorizing, and no new 
journalism either— no fabricated 
Immediacy, no reconstructed dia- 
logue, no arty pace. 

This data-mania is itself an 
anti-middlebrow avant-garde 
ploy. Sanders Is quite capable of 
normal prose and fictional tech- 
nique. and had he d eem ed the 
effort worthy he probably could , 
have made “The Family" into 
something like “in Oslo Blood” 
or even “The Boston Strangler." 
but he represents a sensibility - 
that has pretty much rejected - 
such devices and ' his book Is 
truer and more exciting for It. 
His. terse notebook style, avoiding 
comment and Ignoring conven- 
tional standards of rhetoric, 
functions as a deliberate artistic 
choice. Although he may men-' 
tion. in passing that arrests for 
possessUm a harmless eunhoriont 
or for "felonious breast-feeding" 
can -be exnscted to spark danger- 
ous resentment, he clearly feels 
that the facts about Mansart and 
his followers speak for them- 
selves. and that they are horrible 
beyond explanation. 

The intensity of this feeling, 
which reflects Sanders’s commit- 
ment to nonviolence, is the 
greatest virtue of an excellent 
book.

Killed in 1968 

Father Wins Fight, Upholds 
Reputation of Dead Racer 

LONDON, Nov. 10 (AP).— The father of a dead racing driver 
proved a point today— that his son was not a "Sunday’ after- 
noon driver.” 

John Lambert received a report from the Federation Inter- 
nationale de I’Autcmoblle which exonerated Chris Lambert from 
any driving error leading to the crash in which he died. 

The report also stated that Swiss grand prix driver Clay 
Regazzoni showed "mfrjudgment but not gross negligence” lu 
the track crash which led to the death of the British driver 
at Zandvoort, the Netherlands. In 1968. 

The FIA’s report ended a three-year battle by John 
Lambert to uphold his son's racing reputation. 

At the time of his death in a formula two championship 
race at Zandvoort, Lambert. 36, was regarded as one of Britain's 
most premising drivers. 

He was killed instantly when his car plunged off the track 
on a bend after touching Regaszoni's machine at lugh speed. 

John Lambert, angered by European press reports accusing 
his son of incompetence, spent £3.000 (87,200 > and traveled 
thousands of miles to collect evidence to clear bis sen's 
name. 

Original official accounts, while blaming no one, left the 
impression Lambert was responsible for the crash. 

The father said today all he received after the accident 
was a short account passed on by the Royal Netherlands Auto- 
mobile Ciub “which has now been proved wrong in every 
particular." 

“Continental papers at the time said Chris had committed 
suicide and called him a ‘Sunday afternoon driver.’ That 
incensed me.” Lambert said. “I was determined the truth 
should be known.” 

The original report said Lambert had been given a blue 
flag signal warning him he was about to be overtaken and 
should give way. 

The Dutch auto dub findings subsequently ruled that no 
driver was to blame. 

Lambert pressed on with his private Investigations although 
many leading British drivers advised him to give up. 

By writing to all Dutch government iA misters. Lambert 
finally managed to get a rehearing of evidence through the 
Dutch solicitor-general. 

Witnesses this time said that no flag signal was shown to 
Lambert and that Regazzoni tried to cut through on a bend 
where overtaking Is rarely— if ever— attempted, and touched 
Lambert’s rear wheel, sending it out of control. Then, as 
Regazzoni mai n tai n ed his speed, the two cars touched again. 

The subsequent FIA inquiry found the Swiss driver mis- 
judged the speeds, could not have overtaken Lambert In time 
and that it was dangerous for two drivers to take the bend 
abreast. 

The report stated that It was not implied that Regazzoni 
tried to force Lambert off the track and added: “It is not for- 
bidden for one driver to be more audacious than tbe others." 

It concluded: "Mr. Lambert has not established proof of 
gross negligence or of a particularly grave mistake committed 
by Regazzoni, which alone could make one of the drivers fully 
responsible." ;

Mugged Flutist 
Says Injuries 
Endanger Career 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (NYT). — 
The first flutist of the New 
Fhllharmonia Orchestra of Lon- 
don said yesterday that his entire 
career might be altered as a 
result of mouth injuries suffered 
when he was mugged here last 
Saturday night in front of 
Lincoln Center. 

The flutist, Gareth Morris, 
who is on a three-week tour in 
this country with the orchestra, 
said that he was hospitalised after 
being knocked unconscious and 
suffering cuts and bruises in the 
attack. 

"None of it was very serious 
—except my mouth," Mr. Morris 
said in a telephone interview 
from Pittsburgh, where the or- 
chestra is to play an engagement. 

"It's quite obvious that I 
won’t be able to play for at least 
several more concerts,” he said. 
*T tried to practice last night, 
but it was out of the question." 

Mr. Morris said his assailants 
took his wallet containing $180, 
plus $15 In British pound notes. 

A percussionist with the same 
orchestra was robbed of $400 In 
Boston, where the Fhilhaxmonia 
played last Friday night. A taxi 
driver took the musician to the 
Roxbury section of Boston and 
there, joined by three accom- 
plices. took the musician's money 
and threw him from the cab. He 
was net injured.

No Package Deals for Janni 




L ONDON iihTL— T here is always a cer- 
tain mystery about what — or wham — film 
producers do. Are they creative geniuses? 
Rarely. String pullers, manipulators, money 
men? Often. Ex-agents and fired 
employees who have been given a studio- 
owned property as part of their severance 
pay? Maze and more often. Fewer films 
may be made each year, but there are 
many more producers. 

"All they do is make packages. As soon 
as one package Is made, the producer Is 
off TTutHnp another," says Joseph Janni. 
the London-based Italian film producer. 
"The American film crisis was called for 
because things reached the stage where 
film-makers weren't being backed any 
more, packages were.” 

Janni does not make package deals, he 
does back film-makers, he is Involved in 
every detail of production and is on the 
set each day. "There is a certain chemistry 
to film-making” he says. 

His record ' is breathtaking. He has 
produced most of John SchlesLnger’s films 
from "Billy Liar,” to "Sunday, Bloody Sun- 
day." He discovered Julie Christie whom 
he describes as "the most Important face 
of post-war films," and he produced an 
astonishing numb er of the most interesting 
British films of the 1960s. 

He has participated in only one package 
deal, "Far From the Madding Crowd," 
which was also his most expensive film. 
"After we had won the Oscar for ’Darling,' 
the Americans wanted a package with John 

Schlesinger, Julie, [s c riptwri ter] Frederic 
Raphael and me. You couldn't even talk, 
it was a package deal or nothing. 


casual— the words Peter Finch hears on 
the radio, the words written on the walls,” 
Janni says. 

The lines spoken by Glenda Jackson's 
financier father were based an advice from 
a stockbroker who lives in Jamil’s Chelsea 
house.

The night before, "Billy Liar" had been 
shown on British TV, looking very good 
eight years later.

Educated in Milan and in Rome’s Film 
University, Janni was Invited to work with 
Walt Disney In America (he had an uncle 
who represented Disney in Italy). War 
broke out two days after he arrived in 
En gland on his way to the UJS H and so he 
stayed. After the war, Italy was produc- 
ing wonderful films, but Janni stayed on 
in Tftngia^fl where nothing much was going 
on: “Perhaps I was following the desire 
to produce in England the sort of films 
that were being made In Italy." 

The first film property he bought was 
"Saturday Night and Sunday Morning." 
At the time WngT*nd was still conditi o n e d 


by ArmtL Neagle -Michael wilding “Spring 
In Park Lane” fantasies and Ealing 
comedies. - - 

People were shocked by Jamal's proposal 
to bring a realistic work like "Saturday 
Night and Sunday Morning” to the screen. 
“They said you can’t portray things like 
that in England. That's all right for Italy, 
but you just don't understand England.". 
Janni sold the property to another producer 
p-nri it was made into a fine film with 
Albert Finney.
